SEND VETERANS 
FROM CAPITAL 


Administration Sends Men 
Home on Assurance They 
Will Get WPA Jobs. 


Washington, Nov. 27 (AP)—Mak­ 
ing another attempt to solve the 
problem presented by jobless World 
War veterans who drift to Washing­ 
ton. Administration officials have 
begun a drive to send approximately 
800 men back to their home States 
with the assurance that WPA jobs 
will be given them, it was learned 
Tuesday. 
Thus far, 510 veterans have been 
provided with railroad tickets and 
letters to their local Works Progress 
Administration. About 300 men re­ 
main at the Transient Bureau, and 
the plans call for their removal by j 
the end of the week. 
The program started Monday, 
after some time had been spent in 
registering the men and arranging 
for transportation. 
About 350 left 
the Capital Monday and 160 fol­ 
lowed Tuesday, it was learned. 
“Bonus Army” Recalled 
In the Hoover Administration the 


problem reached a climax in the 
forced eviction of the so-called 
“Bonus Army,” but it arose again to 
vex this Administration. Last spring 
nearly 700 men were transported to 
work camps in the Florida Keys, 
where late this summer a hurricane 
killed several hundred. 
Other camps were established in 
other sections of the South, and 
provisions also were made, early In 
the Roosevelt Administration, for 
enrolling a limited number of ex­ 


soldiers in the CCC camps. 
In spite of these efforts, however, 
veterans continued 
to come 
to 
Washington, finding shelter at the 
Transient Bureau, financed by the 
Federal Emergency Relief Adminis­ 
tration. 
About two months ago 
virtually all the Employables” In 
the bureau, about 700, were given 
jobs on the Beltsville housing de­ 
velopment of the Resettlement Ad­ 
ministration.
